MUSEUM WITH OTHER RELICS. 


In a dusty corner of the Drexel 
Institute Museum in Philadelphia 
there haa been standing for many 
years, unnoticed, a yraceful. little 
kreen harp. Nobody  scemed - to 
know anything about it except that 
ft had been there ever since 
muscum Itself waa founded, stand- 
ing next to the desk on whieh 
Byron’ wrote “Don Juan." 

“s Now ft has been rediscovered as 
the instrument that belonged to 
Thomas Moore, the -Iriah poet who 
song, “tne Harp ‘That Once 
Through Tara's Halls,” and whose 
“Believe Me,.If All Those Endear- 
ing Young Charms’ ‘is remember- 
ed by everyone today, .

For the fact is, so assert the 
German Socinlists, that while Ger- 
many'’s business and finance — are 
all shot to pleces, while the Govern- 
ment is compelled to ‘pass the hat 
around ta the Allied powers for 
monetary! sipport, while taxation 
has been heaped upon the German 
people, and while wages have 
steadily been beaten down, Ferdin- 
and has been living fat and rich in 
Coburg on money paid him from 
the German Treasury. - : 

Just why the German taxpayer 
should dig into his pocket for 
marks and pfennigs which are 
passed on to Ferdinand has never 
quite been made clear.

The way'to get Bul- 
garla was to bribe some of the biz 
poltical leaders . and -parliamen- 
tary heavy guns. a 

But ‘Ferdinand ‘beat them to it. 
Germany ‘apparently guaranteed 
Ferdinand against any monctary 
loss If he took his country Into.the 
war on the side .of the.Central 
Powers. At any rate, whatever 
happencd, in October, 1915, Bul- 
goria finally entered: the war. on 
the side of Germany, Austria and_ 
Turkey,

The Church of St. Sophia in 
Constantinople, is known as. "the 
supreme masterpiece in Byzantine 
art.’

[Speciat Report to the Hon; 


Motorists and the Law. 


The Home Qilice statistics of 
motoring offences committed in 
England and Wales during 1930 
bring to’ light some interesting 
facta. Analysed on a percentage 
basis, the most: frequent were 
lighting offences, nt 26.9 per cent; 
“driving Ucence” and obstruction” 
were reaponalble for 12.5 and 12.1 
respectively, while’ the highest 
percentaye .among. really serious 
offences was 9 per cent, in respect 
of reckloas driving.

Some of the surprisés' he dea- 
eribed in an address to students 
at the Independent Labour Party 
Summer School at Welwyn. 


_ “When T_give. youn rough des- 
éription of Russia,” Mr. Shaw sald, 
“1 do so with the consciousness that 
if the Soviet leaders were present 
here they would regard me as one 
of the most’ monstrous paradoxes, 
if not linra, that exists on the face 
of the earth. 


“The Socialism which has estab- 
lished Itself and is being worked 
out in Russia is a Fabian Socialism, 
The other thing which we did see 
quite seriously was that It is an 
intennely religious system. 


“Russin is a distinctly religious 
country.. When we anid that the 
Third International was a Church, 
they gasped; but It ix perfectly 
true, ‘ 


Sand and Oi). 


“The fact that they are making 
such a success to-day is not so 
enormously creditable, You must 
remember they are working in con- 
ditions which, to us, wonld be 
almost Ideal. They are working 
their machine with oil in [ts bear- 
ings. We oo are working our 
machine with sand in its bearings.” 


Mr. Shaw, describing his visit lo

“FT said,” Mr. Shaw added, “our 
people are not intell{ent.” 
“British statesmen believe them- 
selves far superior to Russian 
statesmen ‘The men who are at 
the hend of affairs in Russin are 
intellectually superior, ‘They have 
to begin by reading, Marx. They 
look upon us as imbeciles, and we 
cannot realise we sre imbeelles. 
The success of thelr Five Year Plan 
Is the hope of the workL With our 
plan, we are ranning tov the edge 
of the abyss.” 

“Capital punishment id abolished 
in Russia,’ Mr. Shaw said, “and 
you could commit 2 mu rder on very 
favourable terms: -an average of 
four yeara, For a bad one, you 
might get five years’ and for a very 
bad one, you might have a fatal 
accident somewhere or another. 

“There is, of course, shooting for 
political offences, df a Russian 
tries to take advantage of the sys- 
tem and tries to enrich himself, he 
disappears.

Officials of the’ Fish Mongers’ 
Association mentioned that the 
importation of fresh water fish 
from Canton had been suspended 
since Tuesday, both the Hong- 
kong and Canton dealers remain- 
ing adamant in not yielding to tho 
Government's demand. 

“Por some time the Hongkong 
dealers have had difficulty in meet- 
ing keen competition from {mport- 
ed Japanese fish, which comes in|], 
Inrge quantities. The Canton 
deadlock will undoubtedly afford 
an unprecedented opportunity for 
fhe Japonere fishmongers to ex- 
end their trade to the ultimate 
ruin. of the Chinese,” added — the 
same informant. 

The Price Factor. 

Continuing, the informant said 
that jn the absence of the Ganton 
products the local fishing folke 
found a great demand for thelr 
commadities, which had inereag- 
ed by almost forty per 
price. © 

Prior to the boycott over 100 
piculs of fresh water fish were im- 
ported daily from Canton. Each 
picul was worth about $30 and on 
this the Canton Maritime Customs 
is demanding duties equivalent to 
13 per cent. of the valuc of tho 
goods. 

Members of the Chap Woo Tong 
have hid several meetings and 
yesterday they addressed a long 
telegram to Mr. F. W. Maze, the 
Inspector-General of the Chinese 
Maritime Customs, presenting 
their grievances and demanding 
an abolition of the fish taxes, 

The telegram ndds that ata 
session of the Chinese Government 
on March 27 the Government re- 
solved to avoid taxes on fish in 
order to afford protection and en- 
couragement to the fish trade. 

For the past three duys fish con. 
sumed here has come from the 
Now Territories where the fishing 
folk are endeavouring to‘export 
every ounce available to the Hong- 
kong und Kowloon markets, to take 
advantage of the satisfactory 
prices offered, 

Merchants predicted yesterday 
that in the long run the absence 
of the Canton products would be 
keenly felt and-it might lead to a 
further increase of prices, 

As to supply of vegetables and 
fruits the situation is slightly dif- 
ferent from the importation of 
fish and: in this connexion the 
vegetable dealers here told a re- 
porter. yestorday....that,_ following 
the enforcement’of the 13 per cent, 
duties on vegetables and fruits on 
Tucsdoy, importation of . these 
commodities to Hongkong on Wed- 
nesday was entirely suspended.

THE DISARMAMENT 


CONFERENCE.

New regulations under the 
Female Domestic Service Or- 
dinance provide that the inspec- 
tion and control: of mui-tsai 
shall be carried out and under- 
taken by officers appointed by 
the Governor to be Inspectors 
of Mui Tsai: The powers of 
every such inspector shall be as 
follows: . :

An). to enter, during the day- 
time, ‘the domestic and other 
-premixes of the employer of any 
mui-tsai for the purpose of 
nacertaining particulars of the 
services performed by and of the 
condition and treatment of any 
such mul-tsai. 

(b) to enter, at any time of the 
day or night, any premises what- 
soever in which such inspector has 


such 


reasonable gnise to suspect or 
believe that any mui-tsai fs con- 
cenled, or detained, ar overworked, 
or ill-treated, ill-conditioned, or 
misused, or uncared for, or ix in 
need of protection, care or 
auccour, or medical or other atlen- 
tion or assistance. 

(c) to interrogate any mui-taai 
or suapected mui-tsai, and if he 
consider that. the circumstances 
so requite, to couse her to be 
medically examined. 

(d) to take any mui-tsai or 
sitspected muj-tanl’ to the office of 
the Secretary for Chinese Affairs 
for the purposes of investigation 
und Inquiry. 

Ce) to require any person, 
whether the employer or not, to 
give and provide ull reaxonable 
facilities, information and assis- 
tance to any such Inspector In the 
carrying out of his duties and 
powers, 

Every person shal) comply with 
all reasonable requirements of 
any such inspector. 

These regulations shall be suf- 
ficient authority for the exercise 
by any such inspector of his 
powers under these regulations; 
no warrant shall be necessary or 
required, but unon the request’ of 
the owner “or occupier of any 
premises entered, or of any person 
of whom he shall make any re- 
quirement, he shall produce his 
appointment if so requested: 


In the exercise of any. of such | 


powers an inspector, may be 
accompanied by not more than 
three persons approved in writing 
in that behalf by the Seeretary 
for Chinese Affairs. 

The foregoing regulations in no 
way supersede or override any 
power or authority of the Secre- 
tary for Chinese Affairs, or ot 
any other officer or authority.
